Lauder- 
dale. Lex Lugar was placing his Southern title on the line 
against Jesse Barr in a contest that waived the disqualifi-

cation rule. Barry Windham was facing 
Bob Roop in a taped-fist match. The 
Fabulous Ones were to battle Kendo and 
Ninja. All great matches, to be sure. I ex- 
pected to see a lot of action, and I wasn’t 
disappointed. 

But what I didn’t expect was to be awe- 

struck by an unassuming, quiet, 215- 
pound individual named Tyree Pride, 
Pride currently holds the Bahamas 
heavyweight title, a championship he lost 
briefly to Jerry Grey. His style can best be 

described as a rookie’s developing mix- 
ture of the high-flying skills of a Rick Morton or Robert 
Gibson blended with the sure-footed scientific abilities of 
Jesse Barr or Ronnie Garvin. 

On this evening’s match against Grey, more than 
Pride’s belt was on the line. If he lost the match and the 
title, he would have to return to his native Haiti for a 
minimum of 90 days. 

Tyree won the match, and did so with remarkable skill 
and finesse. On a night when the fans cheered for Kendall 
and Barry Windham and The Fabulous Ones, it was 
Tyree who clearly won the loudest accolades. 

I spent a few minutes after the matches talking with 
this Haitian rookie about his fans and his championship. 
Pride spoke humbly, almost deliberately underplaying his 
own talents and the cheers he receives. 

“Yeah, mon, I just go out there and do my thing, you 
know? My people make me feel good, it’s like having 
family in the audience, you see. When I’m in trouble, 
they give me their support. When I’m doing well, they 
cheer me to do better. They be a lot of my strength, mon, 
they do me good all round. 

“You know, one time in Miami I wrestled Rick Rude, 
and my Bahamas title was at stake. I won the match by 
disqualification and kept the title, but a lot of my people, 
they thought I lost the title. They all went crazy! It was 
almost like a riot! I thought they were going to kill 
Rude’s manager, Percy Pringle. 

“Look, I think it’s good that my people support me, 
and I couldn’t do what I do without them, they’re the 
ones who make it all possible. But please, my people, 
don’t do things like that riot. Many of you might get 
hurt, and I couldn’t live with that responsibility, okay 
people?”’ 

I asked Pride if he felt shortchanged because people 
like the Windhams and Lugar get more press coverage 
than he does. 

“Hey, mon, I be just starting out. I’m happy. I live for 
myself, I got to satisfy me first. If you people want to 
write about me, that’s fine. But I got to be happy, then 
all else follows. Titles, cheers, and happiness will follow.” 

An admirable formula for success that Bahamas champi- 
on Tyree Pride is making work every day of the week.L] 
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This issue, we welcome a new wres- 
tling federation to the sport: the UWF. 
Well, not actually a new federation, but 
an established organization under a 
new name. You remember the UWF as 
the Mid-South. Why the change? 

“We just kind of outgrew our- 
selves,’ said Bill Watts, former presi- 
dent of Mid-South Wrestling and cur- 
rent UWF president and chief execu- 
tive officer. “‘Our television syndication 
is growing by leaps and bounds, our 
live matches are expanding their hori- 
zons, and it just reached the point 
where the name ‘Mid-South’ seemed 
too confining.” 

In the title picture, Dick Slater no 
longer holds the television title or the

North American title, and he didn't 
wrestle once to lose those champion- 
ships! Slater gave the TV title to his 
friend Buzz Sawyer, mainly because 
Mid-South/UWF rules state that no

the blanks in an open title defense 
contract, instead opting to allow Watts 
to complete the contract, the result 
was that Sawyer was to make a title 
defense against Hacksaw Duggan. 
But instead of defending the TV title, 
the contract stated that Sawyer would 
be defending Slater's North American 
title! The contract was declared legal 
and binding. Duggan won the match 
and the North American belt! 

In other UWF news, The Sheep- 
herders captured the UWF tag team 
title from Ted DiBiase and Steve 
Williams. DiBiase then sustained a 
back injury at the hands of the Sheeps 
in a return title match several days 
later. The injury occurred when DiBiase 
found himself triple-teamed by the 
Sheeps and Jack Victory.

success may bring him, but when

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Hulk Hogan acknowledges the cheers of his fans after a hard-fought victory. Although

attitude of the country is far more important. 


weighs his concern for his sport, 
then he ceases to be an athlete in 
my book. Hogan has proven a 
poor caretaker of his God-given 
abilities, and although the manner 
in which he conducts his life is his 
own affair, | do not have to con- 
tribute to the propagation of his 
sterling image. 

| still think Hogan is a pander- 
ing nitwit whose wrestling skills 
have been in recession for years.

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ignore Hogan the symbol; Hogan, 
the standard bearer not of Ameri- 
can professional wrestling, but of 
American life. 

It is not as contradictory as it 
seems. Can anyone deny the suc- 
cess of Sylvester Stallone’s Rocky 
and Rambo? The films give no 
pretentions of cinematic 
overachievement. Their success is 
manifold, ranging in reason from 
the size of Stallone’s pectorals to 
their shoot-em-up credos.

fields and spoiled by the pub; a band of darting, 
flag-waving Reagan Youth teenagers, their teeth 
capped, heads held high, belting out the National 
Anthem (not daring to clap until the last . . . ““home 
of the brave’’ is sung). 

The condition of the Union is healthy and aglow 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

When Hacksaw Duggan emerges from the dress- 
ing room, the roar makes it hard to even think of 
the word communist. Duggan has captured this town 
by its VFWs and they love him back. For five solid 
minutes, the SRO crowd stood and cheered, aroused 
to a patriotic mouth-water by every stomp of Dug- 
gan’s size-13 double-EEs. 

I’m surprised they haven’t lynched Korsika 
Korchenko.

Although virtually 
incoherent today, Steele’s early years 
saw him speaking in an understand- 
able, though admittedly often Nean- 
derthal, manner (“1 have beaten the 
toughest men in the sport!”) 
Feuded with Bruno Sammartino for 
several years, and is in fact credited 
with having weakened The Living Leg- 
end in a 1971 Pittsburgh match that 
led to Sammartino’s loss of the WWF 
title to Ivan Koloff three days later (“7 
cracked Bruno’s ribs. Felt goooooood 
to hear crunch!’) ... The years that 
followed saw Steele backslide into 
mental inconsistency; his condition de- 
teriorated and he became increasingly 
more violent in his matches and al- 
most childlike in his speech (“Hey! Hi! 
Me go in ring! Me go!”) ... Often 
disappeared from the wrestling scene 
for as long as eight or nine months at 
a time (“Me train! Wrestle!) ... Man- 
aged in 1981 by Fred Blassie, Steele 
challenged then-WWF champion Bob 
Backlund several times for the title 
(“Belt! Nice, shiny! Me want belt 
now!’) ... Steele continued his disap- 
pearing acts, but returned to what fi-

ACCOMPANIED WORLD Class 
heavyweight champion Rick Rude 

through the Marriott’s lobby in Dallas. 
**Yo, Rude, what’s the anchor on 
the arm for?’ someone heckled. 
“It’s so your old lady’ll recognize 
me at night,’’ Rude shouted back. ‘‘It 
glows in the dark like her lipstick.”’ 
Silence. The heckler’s wheels spun 
and then, ‘‘Lance Von Erich’s gonna 
shut you up tonight, big mouth.”’ The 
heckler didn’t actually say ‘“‘big 
mouth,” but the intent of his message 
remains. Rick Rude insists on these 
midday strolls to ‘‘receive his fans,’ 
although in the three days I’ve been 
here, the only “‘fans’’ I’ve encountered 


it will take Von Erich nearly a minute to 
breathe regularly after being slammed 
against Rude’s knee. 


are evangelical Von Erich worshipers— 
quick to point out Rude’s shortcom- 
ings—and overly secretious hormone 
cases—women who simply wanted a 
Rude squeeze. 

If Rude appears solicitous of com- 
panionship, it might be that the young 
star is feeling the heat of the recent 
World Class decision to form its own 
federation. Since the World Class 
splintered from the NWA and boldly 
declared itself an association with 
world title status, the media spotlight 
has glared relentlessly on Rude. The 
split caused Rude’s American champi- 
onship to be upgraded in stature to the 
World Class World championship, 
placing Rude in the same breath as 
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SST SS A a a a a ee 
== world champions Hulk Hogan, Ric 

Flair, and Stan Hansen. (At least, that 

is the World Class’ hope; some organi- 

zations, this magazine included, do not 

yet recognize the World Class’ claim to 

such status.) 

‘Hey Rude,” another ‘‘fan’’ pos- 
tured, “‘if it’s not Lance tonight, then 
it'll be Kerry on Monday. You a dead 
man, musclehead.”’ 

“‘Hecklers don’t bug me,’ Rude 
spoke, his stride a lithe airy float that I 
struggled to keep pace with. “It keeps 
the edge on my game. You know what 
it’s like to go against the Von Erichs 
down here? It’s like fighting IBM. I 
love it.” 

For once Rude could be accused of 
understating the case. As we passed the 
hotel gift shop, I noticed an entire 
shelf devoted to Von Erich memorabil- 
ia: T-shirts, bumper stickers, warmup 
suits, biographies. And the line to pur- 
chase was usually two deep. It had 
been the same at all the overpriced 
marts dotting the Dallas-Ft. Worth 
Airport—people forsaking the Wel- 
come To Oil Country sweatshirts and 
Dallas Cowboys: America’s Team 
jackets in favor-of anything sporting a 
Von Erich smile. In its own brashly 
capitalistic way, it was quite exasperat- 
ing, and I told Rude this. 

“Y’know, Rick, this Von Erich-ma- 
nia can be quite exasperating.” 

*‘Exasperating?’’ he laughed, the 
veins in his neck and forearms popping 
in blue-greenish splendor. ‘‘Exasperat- 
ing?” he repeated, somewhat exasper- 
ated. ‘“‘Honey, let me tell you what it’s 
like to be a playboy champion in Von 
Erich Christiandom. It’s kind of like 
being the only non-leper in a leper col- 
ony. Everyone is clamoring to infect 
you. These fans think the Von Erich 
boys are emissaries from God. Then 
every night I go out and beat up an- 
other one, and the fans froth at the 
mouth. They can’t fathom how much 
better I am than their boys.”

“Look, Lizbet,” he said, draining 
his Perrier in one gulp, “this whole 
damn federation got it in for me, The 


referees are just waiting for me to slip 
up so they can disqualify me and hand 
the title over to one of the Von Erich 
clones. 

“They know there’s no way these 
guys can beat me straight up. That’s 
why I have every match videotaped by 
a private film concern. If they try to 
railroad me out of my title, I’ll take 
the whole conniving bunch to court. 
You saw the match tonight. Lance was

out there rulebreaking with the best of 
them. But he never got so much as a 
warning, while the referee is on my 
back every other minute. 

“T am taking precautions. I told 
Percy Pringle that we can’t have any 
more of that Florida nonsense.

NE SEES IN the man all the 

special marks of the modern 
superstar: his photogenic capabili- 
ties, his insatiable drive, his keen 
zest for life, his comprehension 
and manipulation of media, his 
impatience of lulls and stops, his 
relish for drama, his incurable 
Hulkness. 

So what if he can’t wrestle. Oh, 
save your stamps—it’s not that 
Hulk Hogan cannot wrestle—his 
two-move gladiator style has car- 
ried him to victory against the 
most endowed opposition. If this 
analysis of Hogan focused only 
on his wrestling skills, it would be 
woefully inadequate. Hogan’s 
transcendence of professional 
wrestling is complete. Although it 
created him, the squared circle no 
longer possesses him. He can, if 
he so desires, abandon it without 

— risk to his popularity. 

But he never will. Although his 
visage has made a permanent im- 
print on the American conscious- 
ness, he owes his apotheosis to 
the collective strength of his fans. 
He would never forsake them, 
never abandon them for other 
more lucrative endeavors—which 
is the real reason why Hulk Ho- 
gan has become an American 
Hero. In the era of the scornful 
superstar, Hogan treasures his 
Hulkaphiles, loves them as they 
worship him—textbook symbiosis. 

Hogan’s legend differs tremen- 
dously from the xenophobic popu- 
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Hogan lifts his huge right leg into the face of Randy Savage. Hogan proved his mettle when 


he defeated Savage decisively two days after suffering the most serious injuries of his 


career, at the hands of King Kong Bundy. 


larity enjoyed by the WWF's other 
recent cult hero, Sgt. Slaughter. 
Where Slaughter demanded alle- 
giance to an ideal, namely, the 
flag, Hogan demands nothing ex- 
cept a belief in the power of Hulk- 
amania. Speaking as if Hulkama- 
nia were a separate, autonomous 
device that can be plugged in and 
generated at will, Hogan’s third- 
person analysis of the phenome- 
non is damnright humble. 
Hulkamania, Hogan  rhapso- 
dizes, is available to every fan, 


requiring, like any religion, a de- 
vout power in belief. He’s as 
much a part of the process, he 
would convince us, as anyone is. 
And the people believe—oh, do 
the people believe. The profits 
from the 70 or so Hogan inspired 
products makes a church endow- 
ment seem paltry by comparison 
The fans believe because Hogan, 
unlike the mysterious Judeo-Chris- 
tian God, always comes through. 
Fans demand consistency in their 
heroes and Hogan has yet to dis- 


appoint them. 

On television, Hogan’s raspy 
rat-a-tat ‘‘LetmetellyouMeanGene” 
patter lulls and hypnotizes. We 
are caressed by Hogan’s machine 
gun cadence, soothed by his 
grandeloquent assurances of suc- 
cess and revenge. In penetrating 
Hogan’s rhetoric, we discover his 
content to be nothing we all 
haven’t heard before. The hero is 
threatened, the hero responds. If 
victorious we allow him his pedes- 
tal until the next challenge; should 
he lose he is discarded in search 
of other heroes. 

Until Hogan, we had grown ac- 
customed to failure. Our need 
sometimes created heroes from 
mortals, men destined for failure 
because they could not fulfill our 
unreasonable expectations. Ho- 
gan’s defeat of The Iron Sheik for 
the WWF title in January of 1984 
has been the restorative wrestling 
fans craved. His victory, an 
achievement of muscle, spirit and 
wit, talent and work, gave fans a 
hero who, at 6’8”, 305 pounds, 
was quite literally larger than life, 
yet, because of his superb com- 
municative skills, seemed ap- 
proachable, like a friendly big 
brother. 

Hogan’s triumph over treach- 
ery, his stunning five-minute vic- 
tory over The Iron Sheik, con- 
firmed the most basic American 
value. What is Hulkamania if not 
a hooplafied Protestant Work Eth- 
ic? The same push and determi- 
nation that drove our forefathers 
inspired Hogan to become the

ITH A KNOCK of his gavel, 

President Sam Carruthers 
IV convened to order the 140th 
annual meeting of the Lone Star 
Independence Club. The club, es- 
tablished the year Texas was ad- 
mitted into the union, is specific in 
its charter, a copy of which hangs 
framed in cottonwood above the 
fireplace. 

The members of this club will 
battle with the last flick of their 
might for the independence of 
Texas. 


The bitter battle that placed 
Texas’ star on the Stars and 
Stripes is regularly replayed be- 
tween these mahogany walls. It 
had been the hope of Jim Bowie, 
one of the Alamo’s commanders, 
that after Texas won its indepen- 
dence from Mexico, it would forge 
its own flag and constitution as a 
sovereign nation. After Bowie fell 
in the Alamo massacre, the ex- 
pansionists in Congress demand- 
ed that Texas become the 28th 
state. 


A later title match without added stipula- 
tions certainly was not lacking in action. 
There is too much at stake emotionally 
when these two meet for one of their 
matches to ever be anything less than 
great. 


The years following 1846 were 
fraught with violence. Secession- 
ists regularly waged attacks 
against those legislators who 
spoke persuasively on behalf of 
admittance. The Lone Star Club, 
chartered by one of Bowie’s sol- 
diers, precipitated most of the at- 
tacks. As the years wore on, 
though, and oil revenues piled up, 
the harsh feelings faded; violence 
was replaced by rhetoric and fire- 
side debates. The Club was 
looked upon by the public and 
even by its members as an oddi- 
ty, an eccentric museum of past 
ideals. 

Except tonight. Tonight, 487 
members, many of them paying 
their back dues to gain entrance, 
crammed the walls to hear the

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IVAN KOLOFF: 


“AMERICAN PATRIOTISM 
MAKES ME SICK!” 


HE FIRST THING you notice 

are the walls, chalky white and 
barren, except for a lone black and 
white framed photograph of four 
young men in long gray overcoats and 
furry hats, sitting comfortably around 
a wooden cooking pit. We discover the 
men to be Ivan Koloff’s father and his 
father’s three brothers, posing with ex- 
pressions of marked contrast to one 
another, The 30-year-old photograph is 
in remarkably good condition, al- 
though its edges are crinkled, as if to 
indicate how often it is removed from 
its frame and handled—or fondled. 

We are in Ivan Koloff’s apartment, 
located in the Dag Hammarskjold 
building on East 47th Street in New 
York, about three blocks west of the 
United Nations. Koloff is rarely here, 
preferring the more Russianesque 
splendor and tranquility of his Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, estate, but there 
is official business to which he must 
attend. A group of Soviet ministers is 
here on a fact-finding mission, and 
Ivan Koloff, whose duties for his na- 
tive land extend far beyond the ring, 
must brief them. 

For 25 years, Ivan Koloff has been 
vilified as the preeminant Russian men- 
ace in America, a sobriquet he accepts 
impassionately, although not without a 
hint of pride, It is in his official Soviet 
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residence—for the Soviet Union owns 
this apartment and much of the build- 
ing as well—that Assistant Editor Ed- 
die Ellner spoke with Koloff about his 
three-decade-long batile against Ameri- 
can ideals and patriotism.

Q: Tell me more about the photo- 

graph, Ivan. The four brothers all 
seem to be lost on different islands 
of thought. 

A; You’ve caught me at a weak time, 
reporter. Today is the 18th anni- 
versary of my father’s death. I just 
got off the phone with my Uncle 
Kalki. We spoke for hours. 


Q: How did your father die? 


A: My father was a general in the So- 
viet Army. He was shot down dur- 
ing the Czech insurgency in 1968. 


Q: You mean your father led the at- 


tack on Czechoslovakia? 


: A common American misconcep- 


tion. Americans are such moronic 
group, believing in myths and fairy 
tales.

My father and his brother 
Kalki were wed to the military, 
Kalki is general today in charge of 
missile deployment for the Asian 
front. But the other two, Vladimir 
and Nikita, saw things differently.

F THE HUNDREDS of feuds 

spawned each year from wrestling 
ring wars, none is as potentially explo- 
sive as the campaign between the Legion 
of Doom and the Russians, featuring 
the Koloffs and Krusher Khrushchev. 

Since their first sold-out encounter in 
Baltimore a year ago, the two camps 
have unfurled a violent storm of fury 
commensurate to their behemoth size 
and strength. Late last year, the Koloffs 
Knocked Road Warrior manager Paul 
Ellering unconscious with their chains 
and hung Hawk from the turnbuckle. It 
took a fearless display of strength and 
courage from Animal to clear the ring 
and save his partner's life. 

The Legion of Doom vowed revenge. 
With Elllering picking his spots, the 
Warriors attacked the Koloffs at ran- 
dom, in different parts of the country, 
although the Russians were able to es- 
cape serious injury.

No 
one will tell you that because 
they’re so scared of you two.

I’ve been sending clowns like you 
to the hospital for 10 years now, 
and from what I can gather the 
food seems to have improved in 
quality. Is that so? You’ve been in 
an out of the hospital for almost 
three months now. How is it? Got 
any bedsores? Flirt with many 
nurses? I’m surprised an American 
hospital would treat a contemptible

modern personification of the 
Protestant tenet: success through 
individual hard work. If you want 
to make it and are willing to 
stretch muscle and mind, then 
Hulkamania has a place for you. 

This is how Hulk Hogan _be- 
came an American hero. Not by 
combating foreigners night after 
night as Slaughter had to; not by 
draping himself in Old Glory and 
parading around the ring like a 
dotty Uncle Sam. Hogan attained 
his status by winning—first the ti- 
tle and just about every match 
thereafter. His few defeats—to 
Magnificent Muraco, to Randy 
Savage, and lately (although not 
in an official match) to King Kong 
Bundy merely magnified his star 
when he rallied to defeat these 
men in rematches against seem- 
ingly insurmountable odds. 

In the final analysis, Hogan 
most closely resembles another 
reigning American hero, Rambo. 
But whereas Sylvester Stallone’s 
creation is staged and celluloid, 
Hogan is real bone and sinew. 
Should Rambo miscaiculate a sit-

uation, he, as director, will yell 
“Cut!” Hogan’s defense must be 
spontaneous and correct, night in, 
night out. Both men favor action 
and accomplishment over whining 
boasts and threats, although Ho- 
gan’s flowing tongue is necessary 
to spread the gospel, to enlist the 
masses into the Mania. 

In his rock video, Real Ameri- 
can, Hogan shreds a picture of 
Libyan Col. Moammar Khadafy. 
The act is redundant. Hogan 
doesn’t need to surround himself 
with American icons to convince 
us of his patriotism. He claims not 
to be a superman, yet he per- 
forms super heroic deeds, doing 
so with enviable directness. In vic- 
tory after victory, Hogan preaches 
the freedom of choice, the tri- 
umph of free will, the vitality of 
sustained effort. We are all Hulk 
Hogan, Hogan cries, we are all 
Americans, and together we shall 
not fail. oO

Magnum and | were quick to join 
in. Rhodes and Magnum might be 
the best friends in wrestling today. 
Aside from defending each other in 
the ring, the two share an unshak- 
able affection that is genuine and 
quite immune to envy and ego. 
While most wrestlers will ultimately 
give their career goals precedent 
over the niceties of loyalty and 
friendship, neither Rhodes nor 
Magnum—although they’ve had 
dozens of opportunities—give any 
indication that their relationship can 
be endangered over petty jealou- 
sies. As Magnum said, ‘‘We’re bet- 
ter because of our friendship, not in 
spite of it.” 

Keeping faithful to the day’s lec- 
ture notes, | asked Dusty—given 
his proclivity toward pleasure and 
his aversion to pain—what his re- 
action would be if tomorrow he dis- 
covered that Magnum’s open U.S. 
title contract had his name on it. 

“After all, Dusty, it’s never been 
a secret how much you covet the 
U.S title. What if the only way you 
could win it would be to defeat 
Magnum—pin your friend, possibly 
be forced to humiliate him in the 
ring? What would that mean in 


terms of pleasure and pain?” 

Magnum looked on gfinning, 
though his eyes were very serious. 
Dusty removed his hat and adjust- 
ed the headband.

spend a lot of time watching TV 
wrestling, looking at tapes on the 
VCR, and reading wrestling maga- 
zines. Let’s face it, wrestling fans 
know more about wrestling than 
wrestlers. It really annoys him 
when he comes home and | start 
showing off how much | know.” 

What annoys Karen is her hus- 
band’s reluctance to take her to his 
matches. ‘He thinks | just want to 
go because he’s my husband. He 
thinks he’s doing me a favor by 
keeping me home,” she laments. 
“But it’s better that | see what is 
happening firsthand. That way | 
don't have-to worry all night.” 

No matter what time Wahoo is 
scheduled to come home, Karen

times a week around the country. 
The wrestlers never have time to 
let their injuries heal. So if Wahoo 
pulls a muscle in his leg one night, 
chances are the injury is going to 
be aggravated the next night. It be- 
comes a vicious cycle. Every night 
they aggravate old injuries while at 
the same time adding new injuries. 
Professionally speaking, these men 
should only be in the ring once 
every week or two. 

“But try to tell that to a wrestler!” 

Since Karen knows she cannot 
convince her husband to reduce 
his wrestling schedule, she does 
her best to educate him on the 
proper ways to prepare. physically 
for a match. “The majority of veter-

will stay up to greet him when he 
walks through the door. Although 
she is a gourmet cook who will 
spend hours preparing elaborate 
meals for her husband when he 
isn’t wrestling, Wahoo rarely eats 
after a match. “He’s usually too 
tired and banged up to think about 
food,” she said. “More than my 
cooking ability, though, | think Wa- 
hoo likes the fact that | am a regis- 
tered nurse.” 

Every wrestler should be so 
lucky. Wahoo says that being mar- 
ried to a nurse will probably add 
five years to his career. “! don’t 
think the average fan really under- 
stands what these men go 
through,” Karen says. “They see 
the matches in their city once or 
twice a month and don't realize 
that these men wrestle four or five 


ans warm up for a match the same 
way they did when they were rook- 
ies. They don’t know how impor- 
tant it is to stretch out your mus- 
cles before a match, especially as 
you get a little bit older. If these 
guys were more educated about 
their bodies, they could probably 
cut their injuries in half.” 
Although often tempted to do 
otherwise, Karen limits the advice 
she gives Wahoo to her area of 
expertise. She will never make sug- 
gestions on what he should do in 
the ring. “Il might know more about 
who's feuding with whom in Chica- 
go or Portland,” she says, “but 
when it comes to how to counter 'a 
figure-four leglock, no way! Wahoo 
wouldn’t have been on top of the 
sport for so long if he took advice 
from a 120-pound woman!” O

Bad Man From Borger. ‘I won't 
have Texans, especially a proud 
bunch like this, sit down and take 
the posturing, the cutbacks, and 
the limitations the federal govern- 
ment puts on us.
